We were talking abuvut 
the native labor and I asked whether 
it was possible to get any work out of 
the. blacks of Nyassaland. He replied: 

“Yes, we get some work from them, 
but both the government and private 
individuals are spoiling the labor 
market. The-.African is a great big 
child. ‘with the muscle of a man. He 
ought to be treated as a child and be 
punished when he is bad. It used to

be so that the officials had this power. 
If a native did not obey he was brought 
up for punishment. He was then laid 
down on the ground and given 
Jashes tr so with a hippopotamus 
This hurt him somewhat, but 
he took it as a matter of course and 
did better thereafter. Now ‘the laws 
are such that we can only imprison 
him for small offenses, and we have 
to try him before we can give 
corporal punishment.

The three hundred years which hayre 
elapsed since the birth of Milton have 
not succeeded mm destroying the eetual 
traces of his life to the same extent 
as they have succeeded in the case of 
his contemporaries. Miltok remains a 
more vivid picture to us today than 
any of his fellow-countrymen who pre- 
ceded him or lived with him. We know 
over one hundred and eighty portraits, 
of which at least four are most un- 
doubtediy genuine, three representing 
him at the age of ten, twenty-one and 
sixty-two, respectively, and one in 
early middle age. By an extraordinary 
soinci@ence the portrait at the age of 
‘en Was re-discovered this year On the 
very eve of the opening of the exhibi- 
‘on of Miltoniana at Christ’s College. 
Cambridge, the college at which he re- 
sided and studied from just over S:x- 
teen up to the time when he took his 
M.A. degree at twenty-one. By 2 great 
stroke of luck Dr. G. C. Williamson 
early this summer found one more, 
painting by the Dutch painter, Cor- 
nellus Janssen, who came over to Ens- 
land in 16/18 and took lodgings near t-.e 
house of Join Milton, the elder, 
scrivener, in Bread street, three doors 
from CHeapside, London, E. C.—the 
house where the future poet was born 
and where he was still dwelling at the 
age of ten. This. portrait was well- 
known in Milton’s lifetime and was in 
the possession of the third Mrs. Mil- 
ton when she died in 1727, since when 
it has been heard of only fitfully.

ON THE ENGLISH POOR LAW! 


| 


Special Cable. 


London, December 5.—One of the 
most epoch-making reports which has 
ever been presented to the British par- 
liament is now in process of preparation 
and will be laid before the legislators 
early in the new year. It is the report 
of thle royal commission On tae poor 
law, and it promises not only to work 
a revolution in England's treatment of 
her paupers, but to change the whole 
relationship of masters and servants as 
well. 

The commission was appointed by @ 
tory government, but it contains a num- 
ber of labor men and socialists among 
its members, and their work has been 
very effective. At present, of course, 
nothing has been made public officially 
to indicate the linesNthe report will take, 
but cabinet ministers and others on the 
inside have referred to the work of the 
commission in pwblic speecoes and have 
indicated pretty clearly the lines On 
which it is working. 

The present poor law, which the com- 
mission was appointed to reform or 
abolish, reaily dates from the time of 
Queen Elizabeth. It was 
and defined by the act of 1835, but the 
Elizabethan principle was not touched 
and the Elizabethan methods have been 
littje affected in many parts of te 
country. The poor law is based briefly 
on the theory that every one has a right 
to live. Proceeding from this axiom 
every one has a right to demand food, 
shelter and clothing from the public 
purse if agy infirmity or the conditions 
of industry make it imposstble for him 
to prooure them for himself. In order 
to make sure that a” man snould not 
live at ease without working at the 
expense of the public, the policy was 
adopt of making the work-house as 
uncomfortable as possible, amd so suc- 
cessfully has this policy been carried 
out that a large number of persons pre- 
fer going to jail to entering the work- 
house, and the magistrates are continu- 
ally called on to deal with men who 
break windows or commit some otner 
trivial offense in order to get behind 
prison bars. 

The receipt of poor law relief under 
the present law also has the-effect of 
disenfranchising the receiver and car- 
ries with it other disabilities, such as 
ineligibility for an old age pension. The 
law is administered by locally elected 
boards of guardians, and, of course, as 
is inevitable with such a system, is very 
unevenly administered. One board may 
proceed on a liberal and Qumane policy, 
while another may be absolutely me- 
diaeval in its treatment of the people 
unfortunate enough to be committed to 
its care. 

Another feature of the present law is 
that its effect is to manufacture paupers 
instead of to cure pauperism. A man 
who is out of work and starving may 
not enter the workhouse if he hae a 
few sticks of furniture, He, must sell 
these first and spend the proceeds be- 
cause 16 
before he is entitled to poor law re- 
lief. If he has a few cents when he 
applies for admission, the money is con- 
fiscated by the guardians and turned 
into the poer relief fund.

We May Be Alive, After All. 


The tendency of modern Ce 
Seems to have been to wipe out the ma 


pauper costs about $80 a year. 

There are several reforms which it 
is already certain will be recommended 
by the commission. One is the aboli- 
tion of everything that makes it hard 
for a pauper to cease to be a pauper 
and another is the abolition of all dis- 
abilities from the receipt of poor law 
relief. 

Far more important is the proposal 
for dealing with unemployment and 
thus preventing pauperism. It is ad- 
mitted that a great proportion of the 
pauperism now occurs among what is 
knowwW as -casual laborers. These are 
unskilled Or partial skilled men, for 
whom there is plent f work in boom 
times, but who are the first to suffer 
when trade begins to slack off. Many 
of them are casuel laborers because of 
the decay of the apprenticeship system, 
and many because they have Deen sent 
to work as office boys and messengers 
at !4 years old, and discharged when 
they became too old for these jobs 
without having learneq a trade. 

Winston Churchill, president of the 
board of trade, in a speech at Man- 
chester a few days ago, declared that 
the new proposal would be that these 
boys should be trained in some skilled 
trade. In other words, no boy shall be 
allowed to take up messenger or office 
work until he is !8 The four years 
between the termination of his school 
life at !4 and his arrival at {8 shall 
be spent in learning a trade and earn- 
ing his living at the same time, 

‘The causal laborer,” : said Mr. 
Churchill, “is not a natural product, 
but a manufactured article, and the 
sooner we recognize that the better. 
He is manufactured because the em- 
ployers want a reserve of casual labor 
to draw on in boom times, and we must 
find a way of making the employer 
pay for this”

The so-called sep- 
tic action consists of the process of 
purifying the sewage by bacterial ac-. 
tion. For a proper understanding of 
what follows, it will be necessary to 
make certain definitions. 

Anaerobes are bacteria or mikro-| 
organisms that cannot exist in air. 
They are non-breathing. In other words, 
they neither act, live nor multiply in| 
the presence of free oxygen. They are 
generally termed germs of putrefaction. 

Aerobes are bakterla or micro-organ. | 
isms that cannot live without air or’ 
oxygen, and are germs of Oxidation and 
nitrification. Their action !s generally 
called fermentation. 

Both of these families of bacteria are 
very active tn the breaking up of solid 
organic matter in the raw sewage. This 
has been long known to the en-' 
gineering profession, but in recent | 
of this process 
for the purification of sewage has been 
verv widely studied and a great many | 
experiments made. Its adoption has) 
proven very successful. 

The so-called septic tank Is the work- 
shop of the anerobic colony. The sew. 
age on.flowing into the septic tank, in | 
the course of time, fills !t to the over- | 
flowing point; the “outflow’’ or dis- 
charge pipe leads ont from below the!

Their comparative merits is a theme 
much written and talked about, but for 
the past ten years the majority of opin- 
ions has been that, under certain con- 
ditions, the separate system of sewers 
is the best to install. Especially is this 
so in large cities. 

|. Either system, if providing for 
storm water, must include sgwers of 


large sizes, and during nine-tenths of 


the time the amount of sewage flow- 
ing could be carried By pipes of much 
smaller diameter than those required 
for the combined flow. 

2: In the separate systema pipes of 
small size are used for sanitary sew- 
age, thus a greater velocity is secured 
with a given amount of sewage and a 
given grade. As a consequence, we 
have cleaner sewers. In the separate 
system, the storm-water . drains may 
frequently be placed at less distance 
below the street surface, while in the 
combined system they must be low 
enough to receive the house sewage 
from basements, etc. 

3. In the separate system of sewers & 
city ean from one-third to one-fifth of 
the first cost of the “combined” system 
remove its daily sewage by means of | 
small pipes. 

4. A very important argument in fa 
ver of the separate system, and one 
which has the backing of the law in 
many «tates, is the practical necessity 
of tts use where’treatment of sanitary 
or house sewage is either mecessary oF 
may become so in the future. On the 
other hand, the most weighty argu- 
ments advanced for the combined 
system are economy in the firat cost 
over the two separate systems and after 
construction, the easy manner In which 
ebstructions in same can be removed, 
and the acessibility for a genera] exam~- 
ination of conditions, made. 

e Conclusions. 


In the city of Baltimore, a town of 
nearly 600,000 inhabitants, the consult- 
ing engineers of the sewerage commis- 
sion of the city of Baitimore recom- 
mended a “separate sewer system.” 
¥rom their report 1 quote as follows: 

“In accordance with what is now al 
most uaiversal practice, where a spe 
cial treatment of the sewage is re- 
quired, we recommend that the sewers 
be built according to the so-called sep- 
arate system. In thig system the sew- 
age is kept apart from the storm and 
ground water and removed in sewers, 
while the storm and ground waters are 
removed in other channels called 
drains.” 

The writer has a letter on his desk 
dated November 27, !908, from the chief 
engineer of the Massachusetts state 
board of héaith, from which the fol- 
lowing is quoted verbatim: 

“The sewage purification plants in 
this state are nearly all constructed for 
the purification of the sewage of inland 
cities and towns, most of the coast c!ries 
discharging sewage directly into <:e 
sea. Some of the inland cities situated 
on Jarge rivers continue to discharge 
their sewage directly into those streams.

@rate system has been employed and 
the storm water &nd ground drainage 
are discharged in all cases into local 
water courses. No trouble appears to 
result from this method of disposal of 
storm water, and a great saving in the 
cost of sewerage has ef- 
fected by .the use of tae separate sye- 
tem, and a further considerable saving 
is effected in places where systems. of 
sewage disposal have become necssary, 
There are consequently very few places 
where the question of disposing of 
storm sewage is important, and those 
are only the larger cities. In the city 
of Wercester, where the purification of 
sewage is required by law, much work 
has been done in changing over the sys- 
tem a6 ag to separate the storm water 
from the sewage and it is likely in time 
that thie city will be sewered wholly 
on the separate plan. Im large areas, in 
the city of Boston also, especially those 
draining inte inland streams, the sep 
aration of the storm water from the 
sewage is now being made. 

The discussions and quotations above 
show the great importance of designing 
our sewage disposal plants and addi- 
tions to our sewerage systems for the 
future growth of Atlanta, not for a 
present population of i60,000, but let 
g@uch work as is done be a part of 4 
comprehensive plan which may be add- 
ed to as the requirements of future 
generations demand. Furthermore, 4 
believe that the defects of our present 
system oan gradually be corrected and 
conditions that now exist greatly im- 
proved. The following suggestions, 
based on the procedure of other cities, 
is to my mind the proper way for the 
city of Atlanta to handie this problem. 

Let KM be recognized at the stam that 
the questdon confronting us ils a large 
one. Lt will cost much and consume 
considerable time to consummate. K is@ 
apparem that every step must be care- 
fully planned. Atlanta cannot afford 
to build a small section here, another 
there, with no kiea of assembling she 
parts so as to secure a perfect system. 
Too mach of this bas been done. aa the 
results show. 

Sewerage Commission. 


i. There should be appointed a com- 
mission of, say, six capahie, upright, 
public-smirited oftizens of the city of 
Atlanta. Men experienced [n legal, finan- 
cial and engineering methods, who, to- 
gether with the mayor himself, ex-of- 
ficio, shall constitute a special commis- 
Sion, better kaown as “the sewerage 
commission of the city of Atlanta,” and 
who shail continue in office fran year 
to year uml] the work of said comnis- 
sion has been fully completed in every 
respect. No municipal olfficial or of- 
feeholder, other than the mayor, either 
holding padd or unpaid positions, ghould 
be eligible to appolntment on this com- 
mission.’ ana all persons appointed to 
said comnission should be qualified in 
every respect for the duties incumbent 
thereon. This commiéssion should then 
have powers to employ. a chief engineer 
or a board f conSulting engineers, 
chemist, ete., to Investigate, make sur 
veya, tests and all necessary calculation, 
computations to ascertain the cost and 
the most gcona nical method of instal- 
ing owr sewage disposal plants and 
additions to and changes in our present 
system. This con»mission, with its san- 
ttary experts, could draw wpon all avail- 
able information beth here and else- 
where regarding the most recent de- 
velopmens, as well ag the long estab- 
Hshed experience in sewage purification 
in other cities. All data bearing upon 
the subject should be collected and pre- 
sented In sonorete form to this comgnas- 
Sion by their engineers and other ex- 
perts. For we must realize that en- 
gineers, chem.s.s and  bacteriologists, 
doctors ami all kindred scientists are 
needed tn the solving of our prablem. 

All sessions or meetings of said cam- 
mission should be open to the public, 
and all records should be public records. 
The duties of this commission should 
be definitely outlined, and they should 
have access to and the assistance of all 
city records. Further, they should be 
clothed with sufficient power to act. 
To summarize their work would constet 
practically as folfows: 

(a) Preltminasy investigations. 

@) Preparation of necessary maps, 
plans and estimates and compilation of 
all necessary data. for the preparation 
of a complete report as to method or 
methods of procedure best suited bo 
Our needs. 

When the report ts completed and 
pubehed the plans for the proposed {m- 
provements could be submitted to the 
Public for approval and action. This 
commission would place the subject on 
® biwad basis—eliminating politica. 

If some method like this its‘ adoptea, 
then, and then only, will the public be 
willing to vote bondg for the instalia- 
tion of public utiligies in general, and 
sewerage systems and sewage disposal 
plants in particular. 

The city of Atlanta can and must 
make this step. The importance of it 
can be realized only by comparing our 
condition with that of other cities in 
this country and foreign countries. 
Even “slow John Bull,” as far back as 
1898, appointed a royal commission on 
sewage disposal, Up to date they have 
made five reports, the last of which 
hae just been published, giving the 
most reliable data upon treating and 
disposing of sewage, possibly, ever 
published. \The city of Baltimore has 
handled this subject in the manner Out- 
lined, and the state of Massachusetts 
has made more advance in health laws 
and regulationg than, probably, any 
other state, unless it is New York. One 
has to but read the most interesting 
account in The Atlanta Constitution of 
last Monday, showing the improvement 
of the canal zone on the Isthmus of 
Panama being brought about by the 
United States government sanitary en- 
gineers, under,a commission, to realize 
the importance and significance of this 
work. 

The writer wishes to thank each and 
every one of the gentlemen who have 
responded so nobly to the call of The 
Constitution in its fight for sanitation 
and have shown by thelr letters, some 
of which are published today, their ap- 
proval of the steps being taken in this 
matter. I believe that. with the evi- 
dence before us, the public will render 
a verdict in favor of a fight fora 
cleaner and. more sanitary Atlanta.

Letters From Prominent Atlantans. 


Words of praise for his story pub- 
lished in The Constitution have come 
to Mr. Norcross from all parts of the 
country. Men who declare they Know 
from personal knowledge the truth of 
the conditions he paints, say that he 
has not overstated them. 

Unless Atlanta takes prompt 
to perfect its sewerage and 
disposal system, they pomt out tnat 
the health of the city must surely suf- 
fer: that its progress will be restricted 
and its surroundings become most un- 
healthy, despite its naural advantages, 
as the population increases.

He siates from his 
own knowledge that Atlanta is behind 
other cities in dealing with the prob- 
lem. “Some people do not like to have 
the subject discussed in public,” said 
Mr. Adair, “but the public will sooner 
or later awaken io the fact that some 
Step in the direction of correcting the 
present situation is imperative.” 

Tax Collector A. P. Stewart declared 
he was well acquainted with conditions 
in localities shown by .phetographs in 
The Constitution. The correction of 
these conditions he said “is one of the 
most crying and important needs of At- 
lanta. Parties living near these sewers 
find jt almost impossible to .exist on 
account of the horrible stench. The 
Situation is not overdrawn.- 1 think 
something should be done and done 
promptly.”’ 

Should Have Prompt Attention. 


“Of all municipal improvements need- 
ed in Atlanta this should have first at- 
tention, ag it is the one most imme- 
diately and urgently needed,’ said A. 
Vv. Gude. “To continue extending our 
trunk sewers,” he continued, “is only 
a temporary makeshift and a waste of 
money. What we need is a permanent 
system of septic tanks, as tested in 
other cities and found rufficient and 
Satisfactory.”’ 

Frederick J. Paxon stated that no 
more important public work could be 
undertaken in Atlanta at this time shan 
that of perfecting the city’s sewage 
system, He thought an infinite deal of 
g00d would be accomplished by taking 
up the problem without further loss 
of time. 

Bad Housek.. 


“We are neglecting Sur municipal 
bousekeeping,’ said George M. Brown, 
“We should all enlist in a fight for 
cleaner and healthier Atlanta. The rem- 
edy must be found and applied and I 
stand with you in making tae fight.” 

5. B. Turman took the pesition that 
nothing affected the extension “and 
growth of the city as the question ot 
healthful natural conditions, ‘Public 
sentiment must be crystallized ig re.

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THE RAIL peo — “THE STOP-OVER PRIVILEGE. - 


When the railroad passenger agents of the southeastern’lines meet in 
New Orleans next Wednesday, they. will reach conclusich as to the answer 
they will make to the request of Atlanta’s merchants and manufacturers that 
to pistes and eastern points. 2 nae, 

“Determined effort to secure this privilege, in eharee of. a conjenththe from 
the Merghants and Manufacturers’ Association, headed by Mr. ‘Brnest L. 
Rhodes, has been made now for some three months ‘and has been’ met with 
almost equally determined procrastination. 

In all of the correspondence and argument upon the subject, the railroad 
representatives have presented but one objection to compliance on their part 
with this request—the fear that unless they extended the same privilege to 
other cities demanding it, they would be charged with unjust discrimination. 

If there is ground for the charge of unjust discrimination in the exten- 
sion of this privilege to Atlanta, it exists already, for Richmond, New Orleans 
and certain other cities are now and have for some time been stop-over points. 

But if the railroads are determined to be relieved of the possibility of 
complaint on that ground, whether fancied or real, there are methods by 
which they may meet every conceivable objection. ~ 

Washington, as. the national capital, is a general stop-over point; 
should not the. seats of state governments be entitled to the same considera- 


why 


tion? 3 

The granting of stop-over privileges to the state capitals -would neces- 
sarily eliminate any just ground of complaint so far as other cities are con 
cerned. 

Then, if it is desired still further to limit the privilege, they might con- 
fine it to a single point, leaving it to the choice of the purchaser where he 
will make his visit. 

It would then be a question as to which city could present the mieit at- 
tractive invitation and opportunities, and Atlanta would not hesitate to take 
her chances along with state capitals or any other cities in the south. 

We have presented this view of the case merely to indicate that there is 
a way, if the railroads will take it, out of what appears to them an em- 
barrassing situation. 

But looking at it from the broader standpoint of obligation, the railroads 
centering here’ owe it as a duty to Atlanta to find a way to make this con- 
cession.

jt would be a trite, an unnecessary discussion, to attempt to show them 
how and why it is to thelr own material interests to make this effort. 

All the facts and arguments which make important the substitution of 
cotton for burlap bags apply with equal force to the use of. cotton bagging 
in baling that product, and just as the merchant is the chief factor in bring- 
ing about the one, so it rests with the producer of cotton to establish the 
other. 

Protected by a tafiff against which the foreign bagging cannot compete, 
the American jute trust, composed of but two concerns, pays for its labor 
by increasing the weight of its product with minerals, and then taxes the 
farmer to the extent of a net profit te itself of 2 to 21-2 cents a pound. 

Relieved of the tariff, the cotton producer would at least have the 
portunity to secure at similar, or perhaps less cost, a superior article with 
which he could make/a far more #atisfactory package than the ragged, tat- 
tered and disgraccful bale which he now sends to the foreign market.

COTTON DURING WEEK; 
REVIEW OF MARKET 


One has only to look’ at Secretary 
Hester’s weekly cotton statement, pub- 
lished in Saturday's Constitution, to 
see the reason for the weakness dur- 
ing the past week. This statement 
shows the amount brought into sight 
during the past week to be 644,778 
bales—an increase of 170,000 over the 
Same date last year. Such a showing 
is remarkable, when we consider the 
prices now prevailing for spot cotton 
as compared with the prices at this 
time last season. The total movement 
up to date shows an Increase of |,860,- 
000 over the same date last year-—the 
total movement for the season totaling 
6,743,504 bales. Exports to date are now 
677,337 bales ahead of last year. 

The only bullish feature to Secretary 
Hiester’s statement is the mill takings, 
which total 408,000 for the week, 
against 319,000 the same week last 
year. Mill takings for the season are 
now about 700,000 bales ahead of last 
year. This increase comes from the 
nerthern and Canadian mils and the 
foreign spinners. The southern mills 
are running about 40,000 behind. 

Throughout the entire week the mar- 
ket has been heavy, and no real sup- 
port has been in evidence. Oon Monday 
the estimate of The New Orleans 
Times-Democrat, putting their figures 
at 12,800,000, exclusive of linterg and 
repacks Caused some selling. The bulis 
seemed disgusted with the 
support from the soutn and were satis- 
fied to let the market take care of it- 
self. The Jow prices which are prevail- 
ing cannét be due to the speculators, 
as it is hard to put prices to a point 
higher than any real commodity can be 
purchased, and as long as‘the farmers / 
continue to sell at 83-4c we are not 
likely ‘to see future contracts move 
much above that figure. Many well- 
"posted people claim that the laws re- 
stticting speculation have had much 
te do with the iow prices, and this is

other cereals are selling at almost rec- 
ord prices, while in the east the “Wall 
street gamblers” have gotten the stock 
market up to prices which look ex- 
tremely high, when compared with 
&3-4c cotton. In Texas steps are now 
being taken to modify the “anti- 
future” laws. It looks as though our 
southern legislators have rather played 
into the hands of the spinners with 
some of their laws, although possibly 
We have not yet had a fair test. 

The bears argue that this crop will 
be weil above thirteen million bales, 
and claim that spinners will withdraw 
from the market on any advance over 
9c. They continue to harp on the un- 
sold stocks of manufactured goods 
held by the mills, and make a great 
deal out of the wtnesettled political 
situation abroad. These arguments 
have been used for so long that they 
would have no effect if the merchants 
and farmers would show some disposi- 
tion to hold. 

The bulls point with confidence to the 
splendid improvement in the mill busi- 
ness, and the optimistic trade outlook 
in every line of business; the heavy 
sales of goods for forward shipment 
and the comparatively small stock of 
actual cotton héiM by the milis. They 
point to the fact that with genera) cur- 
tailment and shut-downs by mils all 
over ‘the world, and Lancashire milis 


shut down completely for two months, |

There 
ls a difference of 10 cents a dozen this 
year over last, or nearly a cent an egg 
higher. The market price is now 35 
cents for the best quality of eggs, 
whereas on Christmas day last year the 
high-water mark was only 25 cents @ 
dozen. iIt*is stated there Is a scarcity 
of eggs in the country, and that an 
advance over the price mentioned may 
ibe expected later.

Cranberries, always an accompaniment 
for poultry around Christmas time, are 
scarcer this year and are correspondingly 
nigher. The best stock is selling for 15 
cents a pound, whereas last year they 
sold at i2 cents a pound. This differ- 
ence of 3 cents a pound will be noted 
by the marketers. 

Scarcity of Quail. 


Another delicacy which has increased 
in price is the quail. Last vear birds 
were plentiful around Thanksgiving and 
Christmas, with the resuit they were 
to he had in any quantity for 25 cents 
eacn, and oftentimes less when bought 
in large quantities, but this year they 
are bringing 3O cents each, with a pos- 
Sible advance, 

Oysters are steady and bring the same 
prices as last year—30_ cents a quart for 
stew oysters and 40 cents a quart for 
selects. 

Celery is to be had in any quantlty 
at {0 cents a stalk or three for 25 
cénts. The mild winter and profusion 
of sun has bleached it into a nice qual- 
ity and made it unusually tender. 

The warm ‘weather, too, has put grape- 
fruit, oranges, apples, nuts and raisins 
down to a low figure and In easy reach 
of all.

At Head of 8,000 Men, Gen, 
Simon Enters Capital 


: 
GREAT OVATION WAS GIVEN| 


Bimon Made His Way to the Cathe- 
dral. Where He Assisted at the 
Celebration. of a Te Deum. 
Simon’s Position Is 
Sirong. 


Port-au-Prince, December 5.—The rev- 
army, 8,000 men strong 
marched into Port-au-Prince at 8 
o'clock this morning. General Antoine 
Simon was at its head and he was 
given an ovation by the people of the 
city. The entrance of the soldiers was 
order and discipline its being main- 
tained. 

Genera! Simon was received at the 
outskirts of-the city by a delegation 
from the committee of public safety. 
The welcome of the people was official- 
ly conveyed to him and he was offered 
a magnificent crown of palms. <Ac- 
companied by hits personal escort and 
followed by a large crowd crying, 
“Long live the president,” the general 
made his way to the cathedral, where 
he assisted at the celebration of a 
Te Deum. The service was conducted 
by the archbDishop. 

Great Ovation. 


Upon emerging from the cathedral 
the ovation in honor of the successful 
revolutionary leader was redoubled. 
The bells of the city rang out and the 
drums and trumpets sounded the sa- 
lute that is used only to welcome the 
chie? executive of the Haitient repubiic.. 
After leaving the church, General Si- 
mon made a tour of Port-au-Prince, still 
accompanied by his escort and still 
cheered by the people wherever he 
went. The popular belief was that he 
would go directly to the national pal- 
ace and establish himself there, but, 
on the contrary, the general finally 
halted at a private house on the Champ 
de Mars, where he established his head- 
quarters. 

General Simon’s position undoubtedly 
is strong and there is likelihood of his 
prociaiming himself president of the re- 
public. If he takes such a step, how- 
ever, there is reason to believe that 
General Leconte, at Cape Haitien; 
General Firmin, at Gonaives’, and Gen- 
eral Fouchard, at Jeremie, all aspirants 
to the presidency, will enter a vigorous 
protest and that an outbreak of civil 
warfare will follow. 

Hope of Peace. 


The hope of peace rests in the hold- 
ing of free elections and it is believed 
that General Simon recognizes the wis- 
dom ‘of such a policy. 

The rebel army has occupied the va- 
rious barracks. It consists of infantry 
and cavalry. The latter branch is 
commanded by a son of General Simon. 
The infantry is almost entirely armed 
with rifles and is well supplied with 
ammunition. Onty a few detachments 
carry machetes. 

Nord Alexis, the deposed president, 
accompanied by the members of his 
entourage, left the French cruiser Du- 
guay Trouin today and transferred to 
he German steamer Sarnia. This ves- 
ce! will take him to Kingston, Jamaica. 
There has been a marked improvement 
in the rate of exchange since the Alexis 
government was thrown out and the 
population is very jubilant over the 
amelioration.

Many Advocates of Protection 
in That State 


TARIFF HEARINGS HURTING 


Some Are Claiming That the Tariff 
Hearings at Washington Are Un- 
settling Business—Congress- 
man Heflin’s Intentions 
im Next Congress. 


. 


Montgomery, Ala., December §.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Adjabama congressmen are going 
to thave some rather more serious prob- 
lems along tariff iines from now on than 
ha@ ever been the case. The same 
thing ts so of others in the south. It 
has come to pass in the south that 
there ts need of protection. Or, rather, 
many manufacturing enterprises seem to 
think that there is. It is argued by the 
lumber men, for the most part, thaq to 
remove the duty on Nimber would be 4 
bad thing for them. Tt is also said that 
the fron and steel men are fearful of 
the same thing. 

It comes out that if there is much 
agitation of the question a number of the 
Dixie felows may hear from home. 
FPilorida fruit growers want protection 
for their goods. The same thing is 80 
for the sugar people of Louisiana, and 
the lumber mills of Mississippi and 
Atabamea, along with Arkansas and Tex- 
as are not @oing to let the $2 duty on 
the output be removed until after they 
@re heard from. This has had the ef- 
fect of making some of the men of the 
south stop and think a Httle, even 
though they mey take the position that 
things ought to come down. 

“*“How to regulate the affairs of the 
whoie country so as to make for the 
general good without hurting private in- 
terests, has ever been the seeking of 
Statesmen,” said a member of the Ala- 
bama delegation this week. ‘‘l believe 
that the tariff ought to be reduced: in 
fact, must be reduced if the country 
escapes from the injurious influences 
that control’it, yet I am not at all cer- 
tain that we can bring this about with- 
out hurting some of the interests that 
feel as if they ought to have protecl 
tion, now that they are trying to build 
themselves up. However, I am yet con- 
vinced thet the tariff for revenue only 
is the best and safest plans, and we 
must get ourselves adjusted to it.”’ 

Tariff Hearings Hurting Things. 

Bueiness men say that at this time 
the tariff hearings in Washington are 
hurting things badly. E. A. deFuniak, 
general freight agent of the Louisville 
and Nashville road, sahd this week that 
in every section of the country he had 
found this to be so. Manufacturers and 
jobbers are holding back waiting the 
outcome. “No man,” he said, ‘cares to 
imry with the possibility of the future 
changes in fhe prices: hence, they are 
walting until something is done in a 
definite way. I believe that things will 
brighten up with the report of the ways 
and means committee, now in session.” 

Mr. Heflin’s Intentions. 


Recurring to Mr. Heflin and tis work 
in congress, it is his intention to give 
special attention to the question of fed- 
eral cooperation with the states in im- 
proving public roads. “This will be a 
vahiable movement for all the people,’ 
said Mr. Heflin, “and is an issue of 
gravest importance. I will also have a 
care for the following other items of 
legislative prospect: 

“Opening all waterways that can pos 
sibly be made navigable. 

“Return to the state her share of the 
cotton tax, $10,000,000, which was il- 
legally collected under an act of con- 
gress. 

“Pass a law to prevent gambling in 
cotton futures. 

“Restrict immigration. 

“Reduce the tariff tax, and put trust- 
made articles on free list. 

“These are some of the important 
items, and I hope to be able to get to 
them all during the session/’

In a letter to the writer, Judge Wil- 
liam Richardson, congressanan from the 
eighth district, says: ‘I believe that 
the most important interest that the 
State of Alabama has, connected with 
national legislation, is the early im- 
provement of its valuable waterways, 
and the development of its magnificent 
water powers.

Savannah, Ga., December 5.—(Special.) 
The first battle in the effort to bring 
hack to Savannah for next year the 
Grand Prize of the America automobile 
race will be fought in New York on 
December |5 and succeeding days, when 
the big $5,000 gold cup, won here on 
Thanksgiving day in the first Grand 
Prize race, will be presented by the Au- 
tomobile Club of America to the Fiat 
company. 

Mayor Tiedeman, President Frank C. 
Battey, of the Auto Club, and Harvey 
Granger, lumberman and chairman of 
the auto course committee, will go to 
New York and begin the fight. The 
Motor Parkway Association, backed by 
William Vanderbilt, Jr. and his friends 
in the parkway scheme will, of course, 
fight the proposition, as they want the 
race for the parkway. 

Savannah will urge ner two strong 
arguments—a perfect course and a perT- 
feet course patrol. Just how far that 
will zo with the Automobile Club of 
America people who have already been 
practically tied up with the Motor Park- 
way Association, cannot be foretold. 
Savannah’s prestige is backed ®%y the 
showing made in the Thanksgiving desea, 
and by the nelp of the newspaper men 
who were here, and added to that is the 
desire of the foreign racing drivers and 
car-makers to hold the next race in 
the south in the fall of the year.

The Baseball Fountain of Youth 


B. Bulger: I have heard of an artesian well in Missouri, the waters of 
which are supposed to make great hitters, and that ball players journey there 
every year. Is there such a place? _L. K. TUTTLE, Jamestown, N. Y. 

Your information is correct, Mr. Tutle.” The famous well, often called the 
baseball fountain of youth, is located near Bobbletown, Mo., and it might be 
of interest.to tell you how came it there and how its history is so 
interlinked with that of Swat Milligan, the peerless hitter of the Poison Oaks:

For several 
minutes the gasping spectators watched its upward course until] it had assumed 
the size of a quinine pill and then passed out of. view. For three days Milligan 
continued to make runs, and the ¢rowd camped out waiting for-the ball to 
952 }fall. Finally, they were awakened one morning by a great rumbling sound 
60 right among them, and, like a meteor, had ploughed its way into the bowels 
.960 Of the earth. As more light appeared, it was found that the ball had dug an 
.449 ertesian well, and thousands of gallons of water were spouting up from the 
.949 | hole. Many of the FPotson Oak players drank of the water and became great 
hitters. Thereafter the well was known as the Baseball Fountain’‘of Youth, 
and to this day players, large and small, journey to the spot to get the revivi- 
fying and strengthening effects of the power-giving waters.
